[Preferred Embodiment of the Invention] 

Prior to an explanation of a preferred embodiment of the invention, it 
should be explained that a wireless base station transmits through a control line 
information corresponding to an area code of an area in which the base station is 
located. As shown in Fig. 2B, a format of control information communicated 
between wireless base station 12i and mobile communication terminal 13 includes 
header SS, synchronizing word UW, preamble PR, sender identifier SID, receiver 
identifier RID, information INFO. When wireless base station 12i transmits no 
call to mobile communication terminal 13, wireless base station 12 always 
transmits information without receiver identifier RID (hereinafter referred to as 
"synchronization frame") to enable mobile communication terminal 13 to 

communicate with wireless base station 12i. Thus, mobile communication

terminal 13 is synchronized with its transmission signal. ITU

To normally operate the mobile communication terminal, wireless base 
station 12i adds to the synchronization frame an area code of the area in which 
wireless base station 12i exists, the area code including charge area 17i. There 
are currently approximately 600 charge areas 17i in Japan ; an area number is m 
allocated in an order from 1. The area number may be 10 bits data for binary q 
data. Alternatively, the area code may be included in sender identifier SID as a ^ 
binary number. The maximum size of area code is 4 digits except 0. Therefore, 
the area code may be 16 bit data.

The wireless base station constantly transmits information corresponding 
to the area code of the area in which the wireless base station is located. Fig. 1C

shows an embodin^mt of the present invention. Rad^^aves from the wireless 
base station are received as base band signals by receiver 22 through antenna 20 
and circuit 21. The base band signal is clock-synchronized and frame- 
synchronized under the control of control circuit 24. Thus, some information is 
extracted from the base band signal. When a dial is operated at dial operation 
part 26, a transmitter base band circuit converts the base band signal into a 
predetermined format. Furthermore, the base band signal is modulated and 
amplified by transmitter 28. The base band signal is transmitted through circuit 
21 and antenna 20. Similarly, a call signal from call part 29 is transmitted 
through transmitter base band circuit 27. Control of incoming and outgoing calls 
is performed through a wireless control circuit, and calls are performed through a 
wireless call circuit. A dominant component of control circuit 24 is a CPU.

As described above, the base station constantly transmits a synchronization 
frame, which does not include a receiver identifier. The synchronization frame 
includes information corresponding to the area code of the area in which the base 
station is located. According to the invention, the information corresponding to 
the area code of the area in which the base station is located is extracted by control 
circuit 24. For example, when the area number in the charge area shown in Fig. 
1A is extracted, an area code corresponding to the area number is read out with 
reference to memory 31. Memory 31 stores area code corresponding to the area 
number as shown in Fig. ID. The area code is displayed on display 32.

JP06-253359A discloses a mobile communication terminal comprising: 
extracting means for extracting from information received from a wireless base 
station information corresponding to an area code of an area in which the wireless 
base station is located; and display means for displaying the area code on the basis 
of the extracted information. 
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
